Eskimos are the soul of generosity. Vicomte 
Contran de Montaigne de Poncin’s “Kab- 
loona” is becoming one of the popular books 
of the year, because it describes, with sub- 
‘ jective exactitude, life with these people. 
;De Poncin, whose restlessness drove him 
from prewar France, lived among the 
Eskimos for an entire winter. 

As this adventurous writer. settled down 
in an igloo for a long winter’s nap, the 
odors that assailed him were a plague upon 
his nostrils. The Eskimo was always putting 
his worst foot foremost, or his most repul- 
sive manners. “There were three men (for 
example) and 50 pounds of meat,” De Poncin 
writes. “The three men attacked that meat 
with the rumblings and grumblings of ani- 
mals, cavernous fatty belchings as of brutes 
drowned in contentment.” Yet the white 
man (Kabloona) grew to like the Eskimos 
and found among them some of his warmest 
days in human companionship. They are 
lusty and primitive, and unreasoning, and 
yet gentle in their human relations. They 
may discuss for years the ultimate fate of 
an unworthy member of their community. 
When a baby Eskimo is on the trail, sitting 
on top of a pack, he is likely to be the dicta- 
tor of the march, and his elders repeat his 
first words as though he were the finest 
scion of civilization, 

The refreshment of De Poncin’s book is 
that it takes us among completely uncivilized 
people, who are kind. This is a treat and 
De Poncin's superb style makes the journey 
more enjoyable, In the spring of 1940, after

JOHN DOE 


E OTHER DAY they showed a movie 
here called “Meet John Doe.” It was 
pleasant and amusing and everybody liked 
it. and went home and forgot about it. No- 
body seems to have realized that it was a 
profound symptom of American life. 
The picture of Mr. Doe is successful, has 
a great box office appeal because it puts 
into agreeable celluloid form a deep longing 
in the soul of North America. All the little 
John Does are longing for a different kind 
of life and when they see this longing 
placed upon the screen and gratified, in the 
handsome person of Mr. Gary Cooper, they 
recognize themselves; or at least what they 
would like to be, if they could acquire Mr. 
Cooper’s looks and figure. A picture like 
that succeeds because the United States ts 
a violently unhappy nation. Don’t let the 
other movies, radios and magazines fool 
you. Those people are sore at heart. 


TORN NATION 
HEY were a torn nation before the war 
began. The New Deal was the symp- 
tom then of their agony, of their disillusion- 
ment with the past, their hope for the future, 
their lack of assurance and confidence. On 
top of the New Deal came the war and, 
while it cured their economic ills, or seemed 
to, it rent them deeply, jerked them out of 
20 years of apparent security and made 
them begin to realize that, if they were the 
greatest nation in the world, as everybody 
said, they would have to do something about 


| it. 


They are less happy, I fancy, than the 
poorer peoples of the earth; perhaps less 
happy even today than the British people 
who are being bombed, because the worst 
sort of unhappiness is uncertainty in your- 
self. Uncertainty about a foreign enemy 
doesn't hurt half so much as bewilderment 
in your own mind, 

So the Americans are unhappy and they 
long for a better life’ The movie of Mr. Doe 
offers that, but offers it on the wrong terms 
and is altogether phoney. It represents, in- 
deed, not ‘a discovery but an escape, It rep- 
resents the common deluded notion of men 
that they can have their cake and eat it. 
NO POLITICS 

HE JOHN DOE movement, of the picture, 

is worth examination on that score, It 
offers America a revolution without any 
kind of trouble, sacrifice, upheaval or un- 
pleasantness, Nay more, it specifically bars 
politics. No politics must touch this sacred 
cause, America is to be rebuilt and Utopia 
established without political action or the 
dirty tricks of the politicians, It is all to be 
apparently, by camp meetings, street 
banners and Mr. Cooper's lean 


done, 
parades, 
smile. 

That Is one of the quaintest notions 
abroad today; the notion that politics is 
something apart from life when, in a collec: 
tive sense, it is life; the notion that you can 
do anything or accomplish anything larger 
than a Sunday school picnic without poll- 
tics. We speak of politics as if it were a 
force outside us, a secret order, a distant 
affair, which we can get along without, and 
politicians we regard as a kind of Ku Klux 
at night, masked, 


FATHER DIVINE 

It is perfectly obvious, on the contrary, 
that, if we are to accomplish anything tt 
must be through politics, and through poli- 
ticlans. They may have different labels ard 
different names. They may have different 
tongues, but even if they are saints, or 
angels with wings, they will have to be poll- 
ticians if they going to do anything 
important about our society. That is what 
politics is about. 

First you must have the right publie 
state of mind, admittedly. You can do noth- 
ing without it. But when you havé achieved 
it with your John Doe movements and other 
propaganda, you must work through poli- 
tics and through politicians. The trouble is 
that the best people in the country refuse to 
work through them and think they can 
achieve a revolution by uttering incanta- 
tions, like Father Divine’s negroes, who 
keep shouting, “Peace, it’s wonderful!” 
when there is no peace anywhere. 

The American people want to have their 
cake and eat it because they expect their 
revolution, now in full tide, to be accom- 
plished like an omelette for which no eggs 
are cracked. There are bound to be cracked 
eggs and cracked politicians as well. There 
must be because the American people have 
made up their minds to have a new kind of 
world and a better society, and nothing will 
stop them, But they haven't faced the con- 
sequences yet, and neither have we. We 
are still under the illusion that Mr. Gary 
Cooper can do it for us with Mr. Capra’s 
direction and a wistful grin.

LONDON (CP)—British femi- 
nists shrieked a strident “we've 
earned it” after Home Secretary 
Herbert Morrison, in a speech on 
the postwar world, forecast the 
possibility that wives in Britain 
might be given wages by law.

Admitting himself to be “very 
uhpopular” at the moment owing 
to his opposition to the artificial 
fortification of flour and.gther 
foods; Dr. E. V. McCollum, pro- 
fessor of biochemistry of John 
Hopkins University, last night 
predicted that the synthetic “en- 
richment” of foods by adding 
vitamins or other nutritional 
elements, is fast becoming a fad 
Which will be abandoned in time 
because of its abuse. 


He was speaking before a large 
gathering in the Empress Hotel 
ballroom under the auspices of 
the Canadian Home Economics 
Association, now in convention 
here, and added weight was given 


to his words by his international | 
standing as an authority on nu-| 


trition research, in which he has 
been engaged for 35 years, and 
his work in vitamin discovery. 
But discovering them and find- 
ing their effect upon the Body and 
general health was one thing, and 
dosing the entire population with 
them, whether they need them or 
not, was another, in his opinion. 
Malnutrition would never be 
selved in that manner, “Eat what 
you need of the natural foods and 
then what you want,” he declared 
to be his motto, and suggested 
that a combination of education to 
combat ignorance and economic 
change to give: the 


poor More food was the remedy | 


for malnutrition.

| giving an injection of vitamin K 
to a patient whose blood will not 
coagulate even the day before an 
operation will have immediate 
results and make the operation 
possible,” he said. 

Research work in vitamins is 
now being directed to further dis 
| coveries in their effect upon the 
body and general health and how 
they can be most effectively used 
More than 36 elements have been 
isolated and studied in the field 
| of nutrition. 

Dr. McCollum said that nutri 
tion work is less than 35 years 
old and he complimented the dele- 
gates upon their work saying 
that it was the home economists 
who first opened the field to 
scientific study. 

“The medical profession was 
the last to take it up and now 
they are perhaps over-interested,” 
he said.

Milk Shortage 


Foreseen in US. 


WASHINGTON (AP)—A fresh 
| milk shortage, a farm_ officials 
said today, threatens cofisumers 
in many cities as a result of heavy 
United States government pur- 
chases of dairy products for ship- 
ment to Britain under the Lend- 
Lease program. 

Milk which formerly was dis- 
tributed on dairy routes and at 
retail] food stores, they reported, 
now is being diverted into the 
manufacture of cheese, evapor- 
ated or dried milk — products 
needed by Britain in quantities

This diversion was said to be 
due to the fact that prices offered 
by condenseries and cheese manu- 
facturing plants are 
higher than dairymen have been 
| getting from fresh milk distribu- 
tors. 

Agriculture Department offi- 
cials say that in order to assure 
a continued supply of fresh milk 
for regular consumption chan- 
nels, distributors may haye to 
pay dairymen higher prices. Such | 
| price increases would be passed 
on to consumers. 

Officials hope that moderate 
increases in the prices which pro- 
ducers get for fr milk will 
stimulate production until even- 
tually there will be a sufficient 
supply for domestic as well as

Blackfellows Toss 
Bones to Waiting 
Wives 


In hot, dry parts of central 
Australia, old men are treated 
with special honor by the black- 
fellows. They are given the best 
food obtained by hunting. 

The old blackfellow custom is 
to let the women and children do 
the work. The men hunt when 
there is need, but the hard, rough 
work is done by others in the 
tribe. 

The food of blackfellows is 
made up chiefly of roots, fish 
and wild game. Kangaroos*and 
the ostrich-like birds called 
“emus” are killed for their flesh. 

The women are expected to 
search out roots of the wild yam, 
also aceacia seeds and leaves of 
the so-called “grass tree.” 


Children’ of Warramunga tribe. 


Notice their “home.” 

After a man bags a kangaroo, 
he takes it home and lets his 
wife Prepare it for dinner. Then, 
sitting with his back toward her, 
he eats the meat. From time to 
time he tosses a bone over his 
shoulder—so his wife can look it 
over and see whether there is a 
bite or two of meat left on it. 

In one tribe a girl who is soon 
to be married must take her place 
in a hole filled with mud. Day 
after day she must have a “mud 
bath.” It is hard to see how that 
ean do good to her, or anyone 
else, It is just one more example 
of the strange ways of Australia's 
natives. 

Many blackfellows 
lages where they spend their 
time year after year. Others 
wander about a great deal, hunt- 
ing and fishing as they move. 

The Warramunga tribe is one 
of those which travel around cen- 
tral Australia. They use boom- 
erangs to bring down game, 

The boomerang is an odd and 
clever weapon. It was used by 
the blackfellows when whites 
first reached Australia. It is 
made of wood which is curved 
or bent. A well-made boomerang 
will come back to the man who 
throws it, if it doesn’t strike 
something on the way. 

The Warramunga blackfellows 
live in simple homes made of 
bark, posts and poles, They pro- 
vide shelter of a sort, but very 
poor shelter. 

There is little rain in central 
Australia, so the Warramungas 
do not worry about that very 
much when they build their 
homes.
